Professor 6bb Sieaks On 
"IndBstrlallsra Of South' 

Prafcsaor .Wljaqn . Gee, Rural 
•onomlst and So^Wofht- at the 
University of Virginia, and Director 

of tha Institute Of Socfali RtSMtTO, 

spoke in Convocation Thursday 
night, March 2Bth, on "Tho Indus- 
trial Revolution of the South." 

Professor Gee said that the cot- 
ton mill Industry notably follows the 
Fall Una of the .lavees. The cotton 
mills have /grown Immensely and 
though Professor Gee 'thinks there 
should be enough mills to handle the 
cotton grosm, yet the South should 
rely on-them alone. Many indus- 
tries developing sldo by side would 
prevent^ the possible failure of a 
cotton crop from being such a Mow 
to the South, "The key to" the im- 
provement of! the South is better 
balaiTro of agriculture and industry." 

Tho development of industry Is 
rapidly taking place. Where one for- 
ty saw the South dotted' with 
rural communities ono . now sees 
thriving towns ami cities whose 
smokestacks anil buildings show their 
progress.
